ALL  pastel  shades 
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Messrs.  Dobbie  &  Company,  Edinburgh,  Scotland,  report  they 
received  from  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  at  London,  Eng¬ 
land,  for  an  exhibit  of  these  popular  flowers.  Due  to  the  unfavor¬ 
able  weather  this  year  they  considered  themselves  fortunate  in 
getting  such  a  good  display.  The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  the 
London  Times  as  of  August  17th,  1927. 


After  the  gladioli ,  perhaps  the  exhibit 
which  attracted  more  attention  than  any 
other  was  a  fine  display  of  about  a  dozen 
varieties  of  Bodger's  strain  of  Dahlia-flow¬ 
ered  Zinnias ,  shown  by  Messrs.  Dobbie  & 
Company.  Many  of  the  flowers  were  between 
five  and  six  inches  in  diameter,  borne  on 
stout  stems,  and  the  colors  were  most  attrac¬ 
tive.  Some  of  the  best  varieties  were 
“ Oriole ”  (Golden  Yellow  ivith  orange- 
scarlet  centre)  (( Illumination”  (rich  car¬ 
mine  ) ,  and  “Dream”  ( mauve ) . 


The  Dahlia-flowered  Zinnia  received  its  first  recognition  by 
the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  in  1924  when  it  was  granted  an 
Award  of  Merit  for  the  strain  and  a  Gold  Medal  for  the  group 
exhibited  at  the  London  show  of  the  Society.  We  look  upon  Messrs. 
Dobbie’s  achievement  this  year  as  an  assurance  that  this  novelty 
is  maintaining  its  place  among  worthwhile  strains.

Light  Blue  is  an  excep¬ 
tionally  fine  florists’  flower;  the  color,  although  delicate, 
has  a  sufficient  degree  of  intensity  to  please  the  most 
critical  eye.  Rose  is  a  very  rich  deep  shade,  similar  to 
Aster  Beauty  Bright  Rose.  The  favored  florists'  colors 
are  thus  fully  represented. 

Our  predictions  as  published  earlier  have  proven  to  be  well 
founded.  The  flood  of  orders  coming  in  recently  is  good 
evidence  that  this  Aster  has  made  a  hit.  We  have  an 
increased  acreage  which  looks  promising  and  are  in  hopes 
of  filling  the  demand,  but  we  urge  you  to  send  in  orders 
as  early  as  possible  to  avoid  disappointment.

In  July,  1924,  the  Royal  Horticultural  Society  of  England 
granted  an  “Award  of  Merit”  for  the  strain,  and  a  Gold 
Medal  for  the  group  of  Dahlia  Flowered  Zinnias  exhibited 
in  the  London  Show.

It  is  easily  grown,  and  keeps  well 
when  cut.  It  is  at  present  immune  from  disease.  Equally 
good  as  a  garden  flower  and  as  a  florist’s  specialty,  its  popu¬ 
larity  should  increase  with  years.  It  has  been  truthfully 
called  “A  NEW  FLOWER  FOR  THE  PEOPLE.”

The  Picotee  Zinnia,  introduced  by  us  in  1919,  differs  from 
other  types  in  that  each  petal  is  outlined  by  a  contrasting 
color  which  harmonizes  with  the  body  of  the  flower.  The 
form  and  color  range  are  similar  to  the  Giant  type,  but  the 
size  is  between  the  Giant  and  Pumila  types.  They  are  useful 
to  provide  variety  in  that  portion  of  the  garden  devoted  to 
Zinnias,  but  they  are  especially  adapted  for  use  as  cut 
flowers.

GIANT  MAMMOTH  TYPE 

The  Giant  Mammoth  Zinnia  has  smaller  centers  and  more 
loosely  placed  petals  than  the  old  Giant  type,  thus  present¬ 
ing  a  pleasing  appearance.  The  size  of  the  flower  has  been 
notably  increased  over  the  Giant  Plenissima.  The  petals  are 
decidedly  imbricated  and  the  flower  from  bud  to  bloom 
assumes  a  succession  of  graceful  forms. 

The  Giant  Zinnias  have  often  been  referred  to  as  stiff  and 
unattractive.  The  introduction  of  this  fast  growing,  flat 
type  of  flower  is  rapidly  eliminating  this  fault.
